Indians America generally fuflfer extream- 
:y by this Diftemper when it gets among them, per- 
haps from the Clofenefs and Hard v.efs of their Skins. 
Monfieur Condamine, a French Academician, who, 
m 1744# made a Voy.age f;om t'eru, down the 
River Amaasones, thro’’ the Middle of Pouth Ame^ 
rica, reports, that a few Years before, the Small- 
P«;x getting among the Indians , full Half of th( fe, 
, taken fick were carried off by it : Which a P^r-j 
\fuguefe Miffionary obferving, and having met by, 
tlchance with an Account of Inoculation in a N- -.sj 
5jPaper, he try’d it on great Numbers of his 1 .it n 
jD'.fcipIes, and preferved them all 5 which e^vc
